' REMEMBER TO REMEMBER CON VEN TION NNN 
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I have known many people whose brains were as prolific as rabbits'. 
Their minds would become pregnant with an idea, €5 through a gesta- 
‘cn period end give birth to a healthy, brilliant brain-child with- 
sut any apparent effort. I am not so fortunate. The births of my 
few brain-children have been attended by great pain and struggle, 
and some of them have been pretty runy and scrawny. They were prob- 
ably premature, although there is no method of measuring the gesta- 
tion period of an idea. The only consclation I have is the fact. that 
none of them were illegitimate. They were the result of honest, 
honerable and legitimate effort. 


Realizing, therefore, that my present efforts may result in the birth 
of another little mental and literary monstrosity, I take pen in 

hand to add something more to the sum total of human experience. With 
an apology to John A. Murray and Milton A. Niedfelt for my delinquency 
in answering their letters, I shall attempt to discuss the contents 

Of their letters in this article. They contained good and sound State 
Chapter business and may interest our members, as well as those good 
and capable masseurs and masseuses who have not, as yet, joined the 
Aeh e M. M è 


Some time ago, quite a stir was created by the hillbilly feud carried 
on between a few of our members. The matter was thrown into the laps 
of the officers and directors of the State Chapter and they were ex- 

pected to find a solution to the problem. Up to the present time, 

no s lution has been fcund and I am of the opinion that the solution 

will come from those having done the feuding, when they recognize the 
futility of their actions and proceed to correct their psychological 

maladjustments. 


As an admonition to myself, the other officers and directors and the 


membership in general, I emphatically state that when a man or a woman 


becomes a member of an organization, he or she must immediately lose 
his or her identity in the interests of the entire membership and the 
members must support end assist the officers. A selfish or an ar- 
bitrery act by any one officer or member results in injury to all. 
Bach one of us, including myself, is expendable-- if the success of 
the organization is at stake. I would much rather be a peacemaker 


than a trouble-maker end I have found that all our officers and dir- 


ectors feel likewise. Let us all remind ourselves that Jesus washed 
and anointed the feet of his disciples and that He instructed us to 
Love our enemies as well as our friends, 


It is my hope and sincere belief that our Board of Directors may 
never be compelled to sit in judgment on anyone, Neither priest nor 
pontiff nor prelate nor parishoner; neither protestant nor pastor nor 
puritan nor prostitute can say: "I am the child of God, but you are 
not. I was created in God's image, but you were not." Applying the 
same rule, the Board cannot say, "You are guilty, but he or she is 


not." The Board can only decide that the State Chapter would succeed 


to a greater degree without those who disrupt its harmony and progress. 
I say this with the greatest humility and awareness of my own faults. 


Our State President, John A. Murray, requested me in one of his letter: 
to submit suggestions to him from the Spokane Chapter in the matter 

of increasing the membership of the State Chapter. I believe the 
Seattle Chapter has already supplied the answer. It was reported in 
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a recent issue of the Washington Massage News that Seattle Local 
Chapter had voted to use some of the cash in the State Legislative 
Fund in employing a qualified lobbyist to guard our interests in 
the State Legislature. A Defense Fund was slso discussed. This 
fund would be used to defend any member who found himself or her- 
self in trouble through no fault of his or her own. The Spokane 
Local Chapter took similar action by voting support to the Seattle 
members, It is understood, however, thet the Defense Fund would 

b e acted upon at cur next State Convention. Ways and means must 
also be found to provide the money for the fund. Each member pays 
41.00 per month in dues and only 50¢ per month remains in the State 
Treasury. Many labor union members pay several times this amount 
and that is exactly the source of security for the members. The 
expense of a lobbyist can probably be shared with other groups of 
people who require his services. He would see that we are not in- 
cluded in any bills submitted by naturopaths, mechano=therapists, 
etc, 


It is precisely such progress and such benefits as those which m& e 
an orgenization more valuable and more attractive to the members and 
to those who ought to become members. I suggest that we also consid: 
er paying the mileage and other itemized expenditures of some ener- 
getic member who might be willing to spend some spare time in con- 
tracting and persuading qualified masseurs end masseuses to join 

the A.A MM. 


Milton A. Niedfelt sent me a very interesting letter in which he 
described a meeting and banquet of the Chiropractors! Association 
at which he had been an invited guest. His letter mentioned their 
gratitude to us masseurs for our support of the Chiropratic Initi-~ 
ative which was voted upon by the voters, This started a chain of 
thought and resulted in an idea. It occurred to me that much con- 
crate benefit might be realized by both groups, if we could neg~ 
otiate an agreement with the chiropractors. This agreement would 
specify that no jurisdictional dispute should ever arise between 
us, In a recent issue of the National Masseur, a case was reported 
from an Eastern State in which a masseur hed been charged with 
practicing chiropractic. The charge was filed by a chiropractor 
but the case was thrown out of court because the masseur was using 
the Swedish Massage Methods which he had learned from his studies 
and his training as a masseur, 


This is a situation that would never arise, if the various profes- 
ional groups would practice tolerance instead of greed. The re- 
lief of human suffering requires the combined efforts of all pro- 
fessional people., Each group contributes the type of care that it 
4s trained to give. It is very stupid to resort to unfair or crookea 
maneuvering by any group or any individual. It is also criminally 
unfair to the public, when the public is denied free choice of ths 
type of care they want or need, 


No single professional group has a monopoly on any type of profes- 
sional care. Internal medicine is practiced by Medical Doctors, 
Naturopaths, Homeopaths, Osteopaths, Chiropractors, Herbalists, etc, 
Te use of electrical equipment and other modalities is not the ex- 
clusive ritht nor privilege of any group. Massage is practiced by 


Swedish-Masseurs, Mechano-therapists and, to a certain extent, by 
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Nurses, Osteopaths, Fhysical Therapists, Chiropractors, etc. The 

movement and manipulation of the joints, including the spine, is 

practiced by Chiropractors, Osteopaths, ‘aturopaths, Myopractors, 

Naprapaths, Swedish Masseur, Fhysical Therapists and others. Hydro-= 
therapy is not denied to anyone. 


The above statements may seem wery confusing, unless we also state 
that each professional group uses its own particular method or tech- 
nique as it is taught ih its own schools. An Herbalist does not use 
the medicines of a Medicel Doctor; a Homeopath does not practice © 
Naturopathy; a Swedish Massevr does not use Chiropractic, Myopractis 
thysical Therapy nor any other method aside from the Swedish Massas 
“Methods taught in schools and colleges of Swedish Massage. hese 
methods have been used by thèm for centuries and no bther group has 
themoral right to interfere with them. Swedish “asseurs have never 
attempted to interfere with other rrofessional groups, to my know- 
ledge, Our sole desire is to live and work in peace with all of 
and to preserve the rights and previleges of all of them. Any otk er 
attitude by as of anyone else is not true Americanism. We Masseurs 
and “asseuses have an open mind--but not a hole in the head.
